The Real Charity 


Was the real spirit of charity abroad, 
and were the homes doing the work for 
relief of distress and the unfortunate that 
they were supposed to carry out, and 
which had been the aim of the founders ? 
It is a well-knewn tact that many people 
in charge of charitable institutions become 
hardened by their contact with mis- 
fortune, and also in trying to help victims 
with little result. However, there was 
evidently cause for the investigation, and 
the consternation brought into the 
institutions by reading the evening news 
awakened many to a sense of duty. . I 
remember how the journalist, cleverly 
disguised, went from home to home seek- 
ing assistance, and later giving a fall 
report of all she had seen and suffered. 
I was dining one evening with Miss 
McSwiney, a fine Donegal woman, who 
was in charge of a girls’ ‘‘ protection 
home.” She had been reading what she 
described as the awful accounts written 
against the societies. “Thank God she 
never Visited me,” she said. ‘‘ How do 
you know?’’ I asked. ‘‘Oh, I would soon 
‘have discovered her, she _ replied. 
“Well,” I replied, ‘‘ she was with you 
for a whole week.” Poor Miss McSwincy 
nearly fainted. But, as her home was 
one of those where the girl had 
received the greatest kindness,, the 
report the following day -was most 
laudatory. Then Miss McSwiney re- 
membered the bedraggled, penniless drug 
victim who had come to tell her tale of 
woe. The matron had brought her to 
her private study and’ listened sympa- 
thetically to all she had to say. She 
warned her not. to tell her history to the 
other girls, and after a few days made 
her promise to remain as her guest for 
some months, until she had regained her 
self-respect.and health. After a week's 
kindness, when the matron was feeling 
happy that she had won her confidence, 
she disappeared as suddenly as she came.

Civil Service Irish — 
Speaking at the annual meeting of the 
Ard Craobh of the Gaelic League a few 
nights ago, Mr. de Valera outlined his 
hopes for the Gaelic language. If he had 
his way, he said, teachers from the 
Gaeltacht would be appointed to every 
school throughout the Free State, while 
the Civil Service would be filled by people 
who not only could speak Gaelic, but could 
use it as a medium for all their office work. 
The Civil Service and the teachers have 
found themselves placed in the. vanguard 
of the Government's language campaign, 
and the former professions seems to be 
suffering almost as many casualties as the 
latter. Mr. Heron, the Secretary of the 
Civil Servants’ Clerical Association; makes 
a complaint in this morning’s issue about 
the extreme severity of the oral tests in 
Gaelic.

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SIGNOR MUSSOLINI’S

I OVENEVA to-day is waiting on Signor 

Mussolini, fearing that he may de- 
cide to leave the League of Nations for 
yoo. He intends, it is understood, to 
iasue a statement within a few hours de- 
fining Italy's attitude now that he is 
faced with the fact that Abyssinia is still 
regarded by the League as an independent 
State, with a right to representation at 
Geneva. ‘In diplomatic quarters here it 
is thought that, while Signor Mussolini 
may decide to withdraw from the present 
meetings of the Assembly, he is unlikely 
to ‘withdraw from the League altogether, 
as there is too much at stake. In the 
meanwhile, the Paris newspapers are 
blaming M. Litvinoff as being the real 
author of the League decision Le Matin 
declares: “‘ He is the great victor of the 
day. He has only one goal—to prevent 
Italy from participating in future diplo- 
matic discussions.”’ Le Journal says that 
M. Litvinoff has torpedoed the League 
and has put Italy out of line with 
European collaboration, thus causing the 
‘collapse of the Locarno talks. “Soviet 
Russia,’ it says, ‘does not want these 
talks, because she is afraid they would 
result in an accord of the Western 


Powers.”’ 


The Conservative Conference 

Sir Samuel Hoare, First Lord of the 
Admiralty, is to play a leading part at 
the Conservative Conference at Margate 
next week, and special importance at- 
taches to the fact that he, and not Sir 
Thomas Inskip, the Minister of Defence, 
will take the place of Mr. Neville Cham- 
herlain to make an important declaration 
on the defence policy of the Government. 
This choice of Sir Samuel Hoare is re- 
garded in political circles as significant, 
as it suggests that when Mr. Neville 
Chamberlain succeeds to the leadership of 
the Conservative Party his second and 
deputy will be Sir Samuel Hoare. Mr. 
Pihoviain will not take part in the 
yeneral discussions of the conference, but 
he will deputise for Mr. Baldwim at the 
mass meeting which brings the proceed- 
ings to a close. The resolution on which 
Sir Samuel Hoare will speak stands in 
the name of Sir Hugh Lucas Tooth, a 
former member of the House of Com- 
mons. This states that a policy of one- 
sided disarmament by Great Britain 
would be more likely to promote war 
than peace, and deplores ialist at- 
tempts to hinder recruiting and to prevent 
the restoration of the defence forces to a 
reasonable level. This resolution, which 
is considered comprehensive, has 
taken in place of a number of more de- 
tailed motions submitted. 


Labour s Meeting i 

The National Labour Committee will 
hold a series of conferences at provincial 
centres during the autumn on the lines of 
the very successful conference held in 
Birmingham last May. The first of these 
conferences will take place at Manchester 
on Saturday, October 10th. Lord de la 
Warr and Mr. R. D. Denman, M.P., will 
make speeches introducing the discussion, 
and Councillor Arnold Robinson, of 
Formby, will preside. This is the only 
regional conference to be held prior to the 
annual conference of the group as a whole, 
which will assemble in London on October 
24th. Lord de la Warr will preside, and 
the main business of the morning session 
will be an address by the Lord President 
of the Council, Mr. Ramsay Macdonald. 
At the afternoon session the conference 
will be invited to discuss a number of 
resolutions submitted by the executive 
committee. 


Italian Trade Debts | 

In another effort to settle the trade 
debts question between Great Britain and 
Italy, the Board of Trade is sending 
another delegation to Rome. Former 
negotiations were broken off at the end of 
July because the Italian Government 
declined to agree to the minimum demands 
from Great Britain for payment of two 
and a half million pounds owed to British 
firms. At that time the suggestion was 
put forward from the Italian side that this 
indebtedness should be paid off gradually 
out of Great Britain's excess purchases of 
Italian goods, meaning that the more she 
buys from Italy the sooner would British 
tgadesmen get their money back. It is 
possible that this proposed course of 
action may now be given consideration. 


New London Loan 3 

A queue of peonle waited outside the 
Bank of England this morning long before 
the lists for the London County Council 
loan for £10,000,000 were opened at nine 
o'clock, and the demand for the issue was 
so great that the lists were closed five 
minutes afterwards. This is the first big 
issue in the gilt-edged market since the 
end of July,, and its success was regarded 
as a foregone conclusion. The loan has 
been many times over-subscribed, one 
estimate being that over £100,000,000 had 
been offered. Many of the applicants were 
what the Stock Exchange describes as 
‘‘ stags,’’ meaning people who apply for 
new issues with the idea of securing an 
allotment and then selling out as soon as 
the scrip is quoted at a premium in the 
market. They are not likely to secure 
much this time, however, as at best it is 
believed that applicants will receive only 
about five to seven per cent. of the amount 
applied for. When the London County 
Council made an issue last year for con- 
version of £10,000,000 at 23 per cent. a 
large proportion of the issue was left in 
the hands of the underwriters. The lists

“MYSTERY ” RAY TO 
STOP ENGINES

“Will the Jungfrau become the arbiter 
of the air fleets of Europe?” is the query 
raised by the Special Correspondent of the 
Intransigeant, who has been shown the 
Swiss defences above the Jungfraujoch. 
the highest railway station in Europe, 
which is eternally wrapt in snow. 

At a height of 13,668 feet the Jungfrau 
station for the detection of airctaft has a 
radius of over 120 miles, covering the whole 
of Switzerland. No aeroplane can come 
within this circle without being detected 
in less than a minute. All Swiss aero 
planes can be controlled by the Jungfrav 
wireless. 

Experiments with ‘‘ mystery’ rays, only 
obtainable at high altitudes, have resulted. 
it is claimed, in affecting the magnetos of 
aeroplanes, obliging them to land. Motor 
cars have also been stopped at a distance 
of some miles. 

Professor Guber, a senior officer of the 
Swiss Army, who has been carrying out 
experiments on the Monch and Jungfrau 
Mountains, has, it is declared. captured 
‘* positions’ of the stratosphere constitut- 
ing cosmic rays. If, and when. the new 
discovery can be perfected. the Jungfrau.

SEVERITY . OF THE 
ORAL TEST - 


ASSOCIATION ASKS FOR 
AN. INQUIRY

AT even civil ‘servants who are 

examiners in Irish for the Fainne 
cannot pass the oral Irish test for officers 
on probation is the statement of Mr. A. 
Heron, Secretary, Civil Service Clerical 
Association, — 

Mr. Heron claims that the severity of 
the oral Irish tests is definitely retardin 
the development of Irish in the. Civi 
Service. To his mind it discourages the 
young people who entered the Service with 
a fairly good knowledge of the language. 

‘‘ Officers,’’ he said, “in receipt of about 
£2 per week are expected to attend evening 
classes and to spend their holidays in the 
Gaeltacht at their own expense on pain 
of loss of increment and possible dis- 
missal. 

“ It is an interesting commentary on 
the whole business that people who are 
members of the Fainne are failing to pass 
the test. This is a matter which, in our 
view, the authorities responsible for the 
issue of the Fainne should tae up with 
the Government. It is a reflection upon 
their integrity.” 


FEAR OF REACTION 


Mr. Heron said that in the matter of 

the revival of Irish the Service is well in 
advance of the rest of the community, and 
hitherto there had been a notable en- 
thusiasm for Irish on the part of the 
younger officers. 
_ If the standard of the oral Irish tests 
is to be raised beyond all reasonable 
limits, he thinks that it is certain to 
croate a reaction against the language. 

“The ludicrous part of the whole busi- 
ness,’’ he said, “is that, apart from one 
or two offices, workers in the various 
State Departments have no opportunity 
of making use of Irish in the course of 
their official duties. 

“As has recently been stated by the 
President, there is practically no cor- 
respondence in Irish with the outside 
public. Instead, many people outside have 
raised objection even to receiving printed 
acknowledgments in Irish. 

“H the Government are desirous of 
creating a definite hostility to Irish in 
the Service they are going the right way 
about it.” 


ASSOCIATION'S LETTER 


The Association has written to the 
Civil Service Commissioners regarding 
the manner in which the test is carried 
out. In the course of this communication 
Mr. Heron states :-— 

“Tt is alleged that, in the majority of 
cases, the examiners make no effort to 
put the officers who present themselves at 
their ease; that unfair questions are put, 
and that the marking is unduly severe. 
Some of the candidates state that they 
have been embarrassed by being asked 
‘questions of a technical nature which 


they would be unable to answer even in | 


English. For instance, one was asked 
questions almost entirely on the subject 
of the causes of va‘ious diseases. Having 
no medical knowledge, he was unable to 
answer, and in consequence was unable 
to do himself justice in the test. Another 
complaint, which is fairly general, is that 
candidates are called up a long time in 
advance of their actual examination, and 
in many cases a state of extreme nervous- 
ness is induced by the long waitinz 
period. 

“That there are grounds for these 
complaints is borne out by the fact that

least one case an officer who actually 
examines for the Fainne was amongst 
those who failed to secure sufficient marks 
to qualify. In another case the officer 
concerned graduated through a school 
where all subjects are taught through the 
medium of Irish and did his entrance 
examination entirely in Irish. 


ASSESSING OF MARKS 

“On the facts in their possession my 
Executive Committee are satisficd that the 
system of assessing marks should be the 
subject of an investigation. It is difficult 
to understand how, in an oral test, marks 
can be so assessed as to give candidates from 
55 to 594 out of 60; yet this actually has 
happened. Officers with an otherwise com- 

tent knowledge of the language have 

n failed for defects in ‘blas’ and lack 
of ‘ fluency.’ 

““The loss of increment and the possi 
bility of discharge from the Service is a 
serious matter for these officers, but that 
is not the only consideration involved. 
The psychological effect upon the officers 
concerned, many of whom -were ardent 
language enthusiasts, is to set them defi- 
nitely against the language. 

“My Executive Committee consider that 


there is a strong case for an immediate | 


investigation into the whole question, and 
that those who failed in recent tests should 
be given an early opportunity of appealing 
against the decision of their examiners 
and the right of appearing before an out- 
side examining body.’’

THE FIGHT FOR

FRANCE AND BRITAIN 
STAND TOGETHER

R. WINSTON CHURCHILL made a 
striking attack on “ Nazi and 
Bolshevik ” dictatorships in a speech to a 
distinguished French audience at the 
Ambassadors’ Theatre here to-night. He 
declared that the first practical measure 
was that the French Kepublic and the 
British Empire should stand shoulder to 
shoulder against aggression. 

“We will not surrender,” he said, 
“these title deeds of individual rights, 
for which uncounted generations of 
illustrious French and English men, and 


women have fought and conquered, to the 


morbid regimentation of a _ totalitarian 
State, whether it be pressed upon us by 
force from without or by conspiracy from 
within.”’ 

Mr. Churchill asserted that. the French 
Army to-day was the finest in the world, 
and that the British Fleet was certainiy 
far stronger m relation to any fleet or

combination of fleets in Europe than it 
was in 1914. The problem of the air re- 
quired the most urgent study of the 
western democracies and greater exertions 
than either of them had yet made, but it 
would be a great mistake to suppose that 
either France or Britain was defenceless 
in this new arm. 


DESIRE FOR PEACE 


Real collective security was needed, and 
Great Britain and France asked for them- 
seives no simple guarantee of safety and 
incependence that, ther were net willing 
and resolute to extend to the great 
German people, with whom they all 
simcerely wished to dwell in peace and 
cood: will. 

Mr. Churchill prefaced these remarks 
by saying that there were three kinds of 


Amongst recent failures are | nations in the world at the present time— 


these governed by the Nazis, tnose 
yoverned by "the Bolsheviks, and those 
governed by themselves. 

“We live,”” he said, “in countries 
where the people own the Government, 
and not in the countries where the 
Thought 
is free, speech is free, religion is free; no 
one can say that the Press is not free. In 
short. we live in a liberal society, the 
direct product of the great advances in 
human dignity, stature and well-being, 
which will ever be the glory of the nine- 
teenth century. 

“Although we French, English and 
Americans have differences among our- 
selves, and wrangle about our internal 
affairs, and although we are very much 
aware of the shortcomings of our civilisa- 
tion and the need of continual social bet- 
terment, we believe fervently that our in- 
stitutions ars such as to enable us to 
improve conditions and correct abuses 
steadily, and to march every year and 
every decadé forward upon a broader 
front into a better age. 


MISERABLE RULE 


“ T am sure that the French, British or 
American democracies would be very 
miserable if they were suddenly put under 
Nazi or Bolshevik rule. I am sure that 
French Socialists and British trade 
unionists would find it equally intoler- 
able. | 

“How could. we bear, nursed, as we 
have been, in a free atmosphere, to be 
gagved and muzzled, to have spies, eaves- 
droppers at every corner; to have, even, 
private conversation caught up and used 
against us by the secret police and all 
their agents and creatures; to be ar- 
rested and interned without trial, or to 
be tried by political or party courts for 
crimes hitherto unknown to civil law? 

“ How could we bear to be treated like 
schoolboys when we are grown-up men; 
to be turned out on parade by tens of

In the 
circumstances we are anxious that our side 
of the case should be fully known and under- 
stood as early as possible. : 

The unions have asked for a 20 per cent. 
increase in all wages. At the present time 
our rates are the same as i orthevn. 
Ireland for linen, and are generally above 
Laneashire rates for cotton weaving. Other 
wages are already higher than those paid by 
the Ulster linen trade in general, and, in addition 
the operation of the Conditions of Employment 
Act has added about 5 per cent. to our annual 
wages bill. 

We believe that the discontent among our 
employés is largely due to decreased earnings 
owing to want of work, and that if sufficient 
orders of a satisfactory type could be obtained 
to keep all our machinery continuously em- 
ployed the actual earnings of our workers 
would be so substantially increased as to 
remove the main causes of dissatisfaction. 

Until recent years our Drogheda factory 
was kept going by the sale of cotton and 
union cloths, which we supplied to English 
or Northern Ireland firms for the English 
markets, or for export through English 
merchants, The English duty of 20 per cent. 
was refunded to us in the form of a bounty. 
This bounty was withdrawn last February, 
and this trade in cotton and union canvas, 
dowlas, embroidery cloth, cotton damask, etc., 
was completely cut off. At the same time, 
out large business in tropical suitings and 
drills ceased because a number of foreign 
countries, with whom we had-an extensive 
trade, announced that they could only accept 
goods coming from countries which had 
definite trade agreements with them. Until 
the Saorstat is able to negotiate trade agree- 
ments to put us on a par with England and 


, Northern Ireland our manufacturing competi- 


tors in these countries will have an over- 
whelming advantage over us. 

In our opinion, the remedy is either the 
restoration of conditions under which we can 
recapture our foreign trade or the substitution. 
of home trade to take its place. & 

There is sufficient consumption of cloths 
suitable for our looms to be had at home 
if manufacturers of clothing and others will 
make a greater effort to purchase their needs 
from home manufacturers, and be content 
with a reasonable range of qualities and 
designs. We have spent large sums of money 
in new and altered machinery, and the cost 
of production can only come down when this 
machinery is fully engaged. 

We sympathise with the desire of our 
workers to better themselves, and especially 
with those who, by reason of irregular em- 
ployment, have earned less than others; but 
we are convinced that a 20 per cent. increase 
on the present scale of wages, under present 
conditions, will defeat its own object, and 
will only result in the loss of Pete foreign 
trade as we still retain, and a reductiun of 
our trade in the Saorstat. The granting of 
the demands of the workers would increase 
prices, with the result that, in many cases, 
1t would be cheaper to import goods produced 
in @ cheaper market and pay the duty. To 
demand wage rates which will kill trade is 
not in the interests of our workers or of the 
company, and the reason why we cannot 
accede to the demands made hy the trade 
unions is that we are convinced this can be 


the only result.

| DEFENDS HOUSE 
AGAINST RAIDER

A tussle for a shot-gun between an elderly 
woman and a man, who smashed two windows 
in the woman’s bedroom and threatened to 
murder her, was described at Naas District 
Court on Wednesday. 

George Byrne, no fixed abode, was charged 
on four counts with house-breaking, larceny, 
malicious damage and unlawful assault on 
Miss Mary O’Keeffe, Moorestown, Clane, early 
on Monday morning last. 

Miss O'Keeffe said that at 6.30 a.m. she 
was awakened by the noise of a window being 
smashed. A man outside her bedroom 
window demanded to be let into the house. 
She refused, got a shot-gun, and told the 
man she would shoot him. 

The raider ran away, but, while Miss 
O’Keeffe was watching one window, he 
smashed another, and jumped into the bed- 
room. They had a tussle for the gun, and 
the man knocked her to the floor, threatened 
to murder her, and struck her several times 
with his fist. 

Miss O’Keeffe added that she became 
exhausted and gave the man 10s. He appeared 
satisfied and left through a broken window. 
That was the last she saw of him. 

Inspector McNamara said that there were 
previous convictions against Byrne. This 
was a serious offence, and he asked for 
adequate punishment. 

The District Justice said that for robbery 
with violence Byrne could be sentenced to

MAJOR ROBERT HENRY 


The death took place yesterday morning at 
his residence, Church street, Cookstown, of 
Major.

Mr. A. Heron, General Secretary of the

granted. This minor concession does not 
satisfy the Association, which adheres to its 
original views as to the unsuitability of the 
examination method. In view, however, of 
the ranks of the Association who would. take 
advantage of the boycott and the resultant 
the fact that there are some officers outside 
limitation of competition to secure the 
vacancies, the Executive Committee have 
decided not to enforce the boycott. They 
will, however, continue to agitate by other 
methds for the introduction of the rational 
system Í promotion.”

HYBRID MONSTERS 
They were now challenged-on the right and 


left by Fascism and Bolshevism, which, al- 
thought differing”, dectrirally; ware. fehda- 
mentally similar ih ‘practice. Both were party 
dictatorships which, having invested their 
own authority with absélate and unchalleng- 
able political, moral and religious sanction. have 
enormous arbitrary and tyrannical power. They 
were both fundamentally and implacably hos- 
tile to that individual freedom which was 
the life blood of Western civilisation—bybrid 
monsters which preserved all the worst fea- 
tures of capitalism and fielded none of the 
benefits expected from socialism. He could 
not believe we would ever willingly submit 
to such a yoke. 

Accepting then the democratic principle of 
government, three main problems arose—the 
election of Parliament, the formation of a 
government, and the relations between the 
two. As regards the franchise, more weight 
should be given to knowledge, experw-ce and 
responsibility. Liliterates should not be 
allowed to vote, and the number of votes 
should be increased according to the age of 
the voter. The family was the keystone of 
our social structure. Unqualified adult 
suffrage, the arbitrary product o' .w indus- 
trial civilisation, where the family was faat 
disintegrating, was totally unsuited to our 
moral ari social life, and led inevitably to 
policies directed to secure the irresponsible 
vote, 


: \ THE BEST SOLUTION 


In the last analysis it was incompatible 
with private rty, as the Irish farmer 
was painfully discovering, The foundation 
of our new Constitution should. therefore, 
be a franchise which gave full weight to re- 
sponsibility, education and experience of life. 
As regards the organisation of the Govern- 
ment after an election, the problem was to 
co-ordinate as far as possible the differences 
existing within the nation. 

A permanent national Government, such as 
existed in Switzerland, was the best solution. 
The English party system was now out of 
date, and only continued to exist through the 


Englishman's indifference to, political forms. 


and his genius for compromise. In Switzer- 
land the Government did not resign when 
its proposals were defeated in Parliament. 
The good of the country, and not the over- 
throw of the Government, should be the 
dominant purpose of Parliament. Such a 
Government. and only such a Government, 
could make a conclusive and satisiactory 
settlement. with Great Britain. 

it was to-be hoped that their new Consti- 
tution would include a Second Chamber in 
which the; representatives of the professions, 
labout, trade, agriculture and ecommerce, 
who, to quote John Stuard Mill, “' possessed 
personal merit, tested and guaranteed by 
actual public service and fortified by practi- 
cal experience,’’ would be given an oppor- 
tunity ot amending, révising, and, if neces- 
sary, delaying legislation. Such a body 
should have sufficient authority and expe- 
rience to revise legislation without regard to 
the interests of party, and sufficient power to

of the Dail could serve no useful purpose 
whatever. Jt was clear that if democracy 
was to survive its machinery must be over- 
hauled and adjusted to suit modern con- 
ditions. Representative government 
failed only so far as it had ceased to 
representative. 

hey were faced with the strange paradox 
that when a deputy was elected for a con- 
stituency he to be deputy for that 
constituency and became a uty for his 
party. This was due to the party system 
which placed the retention of power before 
every other consideration. Sach a condition 
of things could only be altered by electing a 
Government for a fixed period holding office 
quite independently of whether its proposals 
were defeated or not. Individual deputies 
could then vote according to their conscience

Mr. Blair Fish, Organising Secretary, who 
described the pe ras ofie of the finest.

d Cozens was discharged from hospital 
last night, and went immediately to the 
arena with his forehead heavily plastered and 
his left eye still bruised. He said that he 
felt well, and was sorry not to be able to 
finish in his seventh six days’ race.. He won 
at Olympia in 1934 with Piet Van Kempen, 
and is the only Englishman to succeed in 
this type of contest. : 
The fifth sprint of the evening session pro- 
yided a thrilling Empire duel, Eddie Smith 
(Australia) just beating Lepage (Canada) for 
a £10 prize. In another sprint Douglas 
Peden (Canada) won, amid appreciative 
cheers from 6,000 spectators. 
Later. Diot and his partner, Emlle Ignat, 
gaimed a lap to draw level with the leaders 
on anfeage, and becoming second to the Van 
Kempens on points.
